Planming Study

Background
The owners of the River I1ills Road tract have petitioned the City to annex the property for

limited purposes pursuant to Sec 43 129 of the I'exas Local Government Code

As part of their request for limited purpose anncxation, the owners have waived the requirement
of Sec 43 123 (d) (2) of the Texas Local Government Code that the property be annexed for full
purposes within three years of the effective date of its himited purpose annexation

Ruver Hills Road tract 1s proposed for annexation for the limited purposes of planning and zoning

Area Description

I'he proposed annexation area covers approximately 2 acres i I'ravis County east of River Hills
Road approximately 400 feet north of the intersection of River Hills Road and Taylor Road The
area 1s part of a larger tract that 1s partially in the City’s lumitéd purpose jurisdiction (annexed
05/06/82) and partially in the City’s E1J

The proposed annexation area 1s currently undeveloped

Projected Ten Year Bevelopment With and Without Annexation

The annexation area includes portions of a proposed site plan, Embaicadero (SP-06-0665d) In
addition, a PUD soning case (C814-06-0202) has been submutted for this site and includes the
following proposcd uses commercial, relail, and dry-stacked maiina

Grven market forces, 1t 1s reasonable to assume that development of approximately same density
and intensity of use as the development proposal provided to the City will be built on the tract
irrespective of whether or not 1t 1s annexed

If annexed, the property will be developed tn accordance with the City s zoning and site
development standards

From the effective date of the hmited purpose annexation until the property 1s zoned, the area wall
be treated for development purposes 1n accordance with Section 25-2-222 (Designation of
Annexed Land) of the Code

proposed limited purpose annexation .

Future Full Purpose Annexation

The owners of River Ills Road tract have waived the requirements of Sec 43 123 (d) (2) of the
Fexas Local Government Code that the property be annexed for full purposes within three years
of the effective date of its lumited purpose annexation
